The 
exact equilibrium between tho supply 
of the clemcntH of the food and the ab- 
sorbed oxygen is diHturbnd, and tho oar- 
bon predominates; nnd all of thoHO de- 
rangements which proceed from a Kuji 
abundance of this agent necessarily 
ensue.
